on the nazl regime and Its con- 
duct of the war If anything unto- 
ward had happened to him. 


The inquiry Is doubly Interest- 


Ing in view of the blast last night 
by Britain's first lord of the ad- 
miralty, Winston Churchill, who 
estimated Hitler as "a cornered 
maniac." 


That was a forceful summation 
by the puckish faced 
Churchill, 


who delights In nothing so much 
as to stir the waters of wrath by 
his mastery of .invective. He likes 
to make folk mad and always suc- 
ceeds. 
However, I'm afraid we 


can't dismiss the nazl chieftain 
just like that. 


Herr Hitler's 
dictatorship 
is 


unique in that he Is not only 'a 
political but, to a great many of 
his followers, a spiritual leader. 


Naziism has been described as 


a religion, in contrast to a purely 
political creed like, for example, 
fascism, 


That pretty well sums it up, 


Naziism is simply the Hitler credo 
in which he has been accorded 
the position of a messlah by a 
lot of his admirers. That is to 
say, nazilsm and Hitler are one 
and the same thing.

A record turkey supply is avail- 


able to meet America's

Thanksgiving period — beginning 
November 23 In some states and 
ending November 30 In others— 
but producers, are marketing flocks 
sparingly. 


Out of a crop estimated by gov- 


ernment census takers at close to 
32,000,000 birds they aro expected 
to send 11,800,000 to market dur- 


ing November as against almost 
11,000,000 from a crop of about 
26,000,000 last year. The previous 
record crop was 27,725,000 birds In 
1936.

WASHINGTON,—Nov. 13.—(/Pi- 


Open campaigning by Garner-for- 
Prcsldcnt boosters and republican 
discussion of a short, 
intensive 


drive for the presidency set the 
19-10 politico! ball rolling today, 
ending the truce which prevailed 
during the neutrality debate. 


A prediction that the Republi- 


can National 
committee 
would 


give serious consideration to lim- 
iting its major campaign to eight 
or nine weeks came from Senator 
McNary of Oregon, the minority 
floor leader. Under such a plan, 
the presidential nominee and party 
orators probably would not begin 
their speuchmaklng until Septem- 
ber.Senator Vandenborrf 
(R-Mich), 


a potential candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination, has expressed 
the belief that a rapld-flrc cam- 
paign 
through 
eptcmber 
and 


October would be better than one 
started jn July which might lag in 
late summer. 


The plan also would permit the 


republicans to hold their nation- 
al convention later than the cus- 
tomary Juno session, if they de- 
sire. There has been some talk 
of delaying the convention until the 
democrats choose their nominees. 


An assertion that Vice President 


Garner would be a democratic 
presidential candidate, no matter 
whether President Roosevelt might 
seek a third term, was made by 
E. B. Germany, director of the 
Garner forces. 


Garner is in the race to win, said 


Germany, adding: "Wo have no 
interest in political trade." Ho dis- 
closed that organizations to sup- 
port the vice president's candidacy 
were being formed In every state. 


Garner has been at his home 


in Uvalde, Tex., since the special 
session of congrcis adjourned, lie 
has made no public statement as 
to his candidacy, but the Dallas 
News said that, barring a change 
In plans, he would announce later 
this month that he would accept 
the nomination. 


Like his running mate In the 
last two national elections, Mr. 
Roosevelt has kept silent as to his 
1940 
intentions. There has been 


speculation in the capital that ho 
might disclose his plans In an ad- 
dress in January at the Jackson 
Day dinners, 
where 
democrats 


gather to raise campaign funds, 


Indiana associates of Paul V. 


McNutt, federal security adminis- 
trator, have started a drive for 
delegates. Friends have been urg-

He then told of visiting the 


large and beautiful cemeteries of 
Frence In which soldiers of both 
tho German and Allied armies are 
buried. He contrasted the shining 
white crosses marking the well- 
kept graves of the American dead 
with the black crosses marking 
forsaken graves of the German 
dead. 


Tho speaker scored those who 


criticized 
the American Legion, 


blaming them for the failure of 
the 
principles for 
which 
they 


fought and died. He stated that 
much criticism had been heaped 
upon the American Legion forces 
after 
it became apparent 
that 


again democracy was unsafe. 
"It Is the Legion's endeavor to 


see to it that proper respect Is 
shown to the man who paid the 
supreme sacrifice—tho men who 
did their best," he declared. 


Message to America. 
He stated 
that 
while he was 


standing there In the great cem- 
etery, representing, as chaplain, 
1,000,000 soldiers of the American 
Legion, he felt that they, 
the 


dead, were giving him a message 
to take back to America. 
The 
message contained In three parts, 
he said, first to perpetuate 
th<! 


memories of the great war and 
insure respect for the American 
Legion and their cause. 
Second, 


to work for peace, not peace at 
any price, but a righteous peace, 
and third, to return and re-deuno 
the meaning of the word, patriot- 
ism. 


"Patriotism, In my mind," the 


speaker said, "Is the love of one's 
land, people and ideals. 
Patriot- 


ism can well be defined In two 
words—liberty and 
God," he ad- 


ded. 


Concluding, the 
speaker 
said 
that in 
the world today many 
Americans think right and re- 
member the principles of Ameri- 
can freedom and what they stand 
for, and may they adhere forever 
to the Immortal words Inscribed 
upon Plymouth 
Rock by their 


forefathers. "Faith In God." This, 
he concluded, is the symbol of 
America.

Goff, as the audience and ex- 
soldiers faced the west in honor 
of the war dead. Rev. Mr. Goff 
also announced a special church 
service at tho North Corsicana 
Baptist church at 11 a. m. Sun- 
day honoring the American Le- 
gion. 


Judge Howell.

Howell compared the celebration 
of the occasion in Corsicana Sat- 
urday and on the same date in 
1918, pointing to the fact that 
many citizens felt the day was 
quiet and went about their nor- 
mal occupations without realizing 
their many blessings; he asserted 
Nov. 
11, 1918, marked the end of 
a tragic period In history that 
cost millions in human lives, ana 
left e. wave of misery behind that 
still exists. 
Many, the speaker 


said, did not realize the cost of 
this nation being at peace now. 
Judge Howell pointed out that 


two of America's greatest privi- 
leges—peace and freedom of as- 
sembly and speech—were purchas- 
ed with great sacrifices and might 
some day have to be maintained 
with the same coin. The speaker 
declared that the greatest fault 
of democracies was the failure of 
individual average citizens to real- 
ize and appreciate the privileges 
under which they lived and tha 
cost of thulr maintenance. 
People must defend their rights 
the sepaker declared and in order 
to do this, they should keep in- 
formod, think straight, and avoid 
prejudices. He declared that pa- 
triotism cannot be forced on any 
one and must be spontaneous; ho 
insisted 
the 
Legion 
stood 
for 
Americanism as provided in the 
constitution based on a love of 
country and 
appreciation of tho 


things tor which It stands; he in- 
sisted the Legion as an organiza- 
tion stood only for the legal sup- 
pression of subversive Influences 
and organizations. He then Intro- 
duced the main speaker of the 
day, 


Dr. Keathley Sponks. 
Dr, Keathley recalled 
In 
his 
preliminary remarks that he was 
a native 
of Navarro county and 


recalled numerous childhood Inci- 
dents He stated he was in Corsi- 
cana en route to a homecoming 
celebration at Frost at whloh he 
was scheduled to speak at 
2 


o'clock In the afternoon. 


"The Challenge vof Flanders" was 
announced by the speaker as his 
Armistice Day theme, recounting 
it was based on his experiences 
as a member of a commission 
that visited France In 1937 to ded- 
icate a number of • memorials in 
French cemeteries "for American 
dead and his experiences as he 
visited the various places. 
After quoting Commander Mc- 
Crae's "In Flander's Fields," the 
speaker declared 
the 
American 
Legion had accepted the "torch" 
from their comrades and did not 
intend to let their comrades die 
in. vain. He declared World war 
veterans could not forget the com- 
radship of the soldiers, and point- 
ed to vastly different present con- 
ditions dominated by commercial 
greed, communism, and the teach- 
ing 
of subversive doctrines even < 
In the public schools. 
Dr. Keathley declared that a 
person who was not patriotic was 
the possessor of a dead soul and 
he feared them.

It Is fitting, he said, to remem- 


ber on this armistice day that 
the only object of arms is to 
"bring about a condition In which 
quiet peace under liberty can pro- i 
vail." 


The President- made the speech 


shortly after returning from Ar- 
lington National cemetery where 
he led wreath-laying ceremonies at 
the tomb of the unknown soldier. 


"In this season," he said, "we 


have been used to celebrating the 
anniversary of the armistice of 
the world war. 
Now we need a 


new and better peace; a 
peace

them; and to forego purposeless 
ambitions which have created fear

Many of' 
those killed by trucks or au-] 
tomobiles have lost theirj 
lives because they disre-j 
garded crosswalks or sig-j 
nals. They have caused al- 
most as many headaches 
for traffic 
officers 
and 


safety council as reckless 
drivers.

But 
recently 
highway 


traffic reports have begun 
to show an improved atti- 
tude on the part of 
the 


pedestrian. 
According to 


the National Safety Coun- 
cil, 8 per cent fewer walk- 
ers were killed in the first, 
nine months of this year 
than in the same period of 
1938. 


At the end of September 


there had been 570 fewer 
deaths from 
traffic 
acci-| 


dents of all kinds than a1 
year ago, and pedestrians 
were 
largely 
resposible. 


The figure for traffic ac- 
cidents not involving walk- 
ers had declined very lit-| 
tie for the country as a' 
whole.

FOR HUNTERS WHEN 


SEASONJS OPENED 


DESPITE GENERAL DROUGHT 


TEXAS DEER SEASON EX 


PECTED BE SUCCESS 


AUSTIN, Nov. 10.—OT—A heavy 


harvest of deer, which, despite a 
general drought are ready in large 
numbers to match wits with hunts- 
men, 
was predicted today by State 


game department officials for the 
season starting Thursday. 


Hundreds of thousands of white- 


tailed and mule deer bucks of 
legal size—with pronged horns- 
will draw out battalions of hunters 
until Dec. 31, when the season 
closes. 
Officials estimate the kill 


will exceed the 1938 count of 35,- 
000. 


Part of the army nlmrods which 


spends more than $3,000,000 a year 
in Texan, the largest concentration 
is expected, as usual, In the hill 
country of Central Texas. 


Game department officials, how- 


ever, pointed out many other sec- 
tions of the state now have sup- 
plies of the big game sufficient 
to draw out sportsmen and hun- 
dreds probably will trek to the 
wild trans-Pecos region west of the 
Pecos river in search of the larger 
mule deer. 


East of the Pecos river the open 


season on mule deer Is identical 
with tho whltetall dates but west 
of the stream, shooting Is limited 
to between Nov. 16 and 30. 


Bag limit on white-tail is two 


per season, the same applying to 
mule deer east of the Pecos. West 
of tho river, the limit Is one buck. 
Statutes make it illegal to kill a 
doe or fawn. Hunters may call up 
deer by rattling horns but in no 
other way. 


Many counties have special laws 


governing deer hunting and sports- 
men are advised to consult game 
wardens when In doubt. 


Season dates on turkey coincide 


with deer but the game depart- 
ment urges hunters to limit their 
kill of this species since drought 
has severely damaged the crop. 
The turkey bag limit is three per 
season except In counties which 
have universal hunting and fishing 
licenses where It is two. 
It la 


illegal to kill turkey hens.

A scant welcome 'will await the 
Giant Shalakos—messengers of the 
rain gods—when they make their 
annual visit to drought-hit Zunl 
Village in Western New Mexico, 
on December 13, 
Only two houses were under 


construction for the Shalako Feast 
today as the high priest measured 
the sun's days and announced the 
date of the arrival of the aix 
couriers, 


Traditionally the village provides 


one dwelling for each of the 11-foot 
tall bird-beaked, skirted and blan- 
keted Shalako effigies to dedicate 
In the night-long house-warming 
and thanksgiving that celebrates 
their arrival. 
The Zunls are proud of this 


tradition that has made the village 


of 1800 the country's largest Indian 
Pueblo and the decrease to fewer 
than four houses is unprecedented. 


Traders insisted the tribesmen 


were not shaken in their faith in 
the dietles who answered 
their 


rain-dance prayers only after five 
long dry months had seared their 
crops and done worse damage in 
more than 30 years over western 
New Mexico and Northern Ari- 
zona Indian country. 


They held that many loyal Zunls 


just couldn't afford a new house 
or the several hundred dollars It 
costs for the house-warming party 
that makes the Shalako feast one 
of the most colorful Indian cere- 
monials. 


Scores of sheep and cattle are 


killed for the feast in good years. 
Food and Indian delicacies—candy 
and melons—are free to all.

Nitrogen, products, are, used in 
making of explosives and among 
persona who contend that Ger- 
many precipitated the World War 
are some scientists who believe 
the Germans delayed the conflict 
until the Haber processes were 
perfected. 
But today the Haber processes 
are everyone's property and the 
agricultural consumption of nitro- 
gen alone has more than doubled 
in the past decade. Thus, as more 
and more fertilizer is spread on 
unfertile acres, nations avoid the 
neceaalty of Importing their food- 
stuffs or procuring foreign ax-

AUSTIN, Nov. 10.—(Spl.)—Po- 
tential victims of pneumonia, and 
flmllles concerned, hold one of 
the keys to reduction of the death 
rate from this disease, according 
to Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer. It Is estimated that each 
year 25,000 Texans suffer an at- 
tack of pneumonia. 


As a means of prevention, peo- 


ple should guard against 'the com- 
mon cold, neglect of which often 
loads to pneumonia as a compli- 
cation. 


Persons who develop pneumon- 


ia will have the best chance for 
recovery by knowing the symp- 
toms of tho disease and placing 
themselves u n d e r treatment 
promptly after onset of illness. Ty- 
pical beginning symptoms include 
a severe chill and fever, stabbing 
pain in the chest, cough with rust- 
colored or blood tinged sputum, 
nausea and vomiting, loss of ap- 
petite. 


Sudden onset of symptoms as 


described should cause tho pa- 
tient and members of the family 
to suspect the possibility of pneu- 
monia. Rusty sputum, usually a 
sign 
of 
inflammation 
in 
the 


lungs, naturally gives rise to the 
question as to the cause of sick- 
ness. Examination of the sputum 
in a hospital or public health lab- 
oratory which serves as a pneu- 
monia typing center, 
frequently 


shows the presence and type of the 
pneumonia germ, and makes clear 
the exact nature of illness. 


Science 
has 
found 
effective 


means of combatting pneumonia, 
through the uso of proper serum 
and medicine. To be most effec- 
tive, these treatments must 
be 
given early and after the exact 
cause of the inflammation has 
been determined. 


During 1938, pneumonia deaths 


numbering 4,129 were recorded In 
Texas and it Is necessary for all 
People to arm 
themselves with 


knowledge and to co-operate in 
measures to decrease the pneu- 
monia death toll.

CONVENTION JUDGES AND 
COMMISSIONERS ADOPTED 


RESOLUTION SATURDAY 


FORT WORTH, Nov. 11. 
(ff) — Texas county judges. 


and commissioners, in con- 
vention here today, adopt- 
ed a resolution urging Gov- 
ernor O'Daniel to call a 
special session of the leg- 
islature immediately for the 
purpose of providing social securi- 
ty funds, and handling 
security 


problems. 
Waco was chosen the next con- 


vention 
city, 
after 
numerous 


speeches and close balloting be- 
tween that city and Temple and 
San Antonio. 


The first resolution in the matter 


of social welfare stated that a 
"grave public emergency" exists 
In Texas because of unemployment 
and that there IB an Immediate 
necessity for an adequate intake 
agency to which destitute persons 
may bo referred for placement on 
the waiting list of WPA projects. 


It stated that the congress this 


year passed a law requiring that 
eligibility for WPA shall be de- 
termined by a state approved agen- 
cy, which in Texas has been the 
Texas State Department of Public 
Welfare. The judges and commis- 
sioners pointed out that this agen- 


been discontinued because 
of funds and should be re- 
as an intake agency. 
urged Governor O'Daniel 


to call the session so that the 
legislature might appropriate at 
least $50,000 a month for the op- 
eration of the intake service. 
Be Presented In Person. 


This resolution is to be presented 


the Governor in person by a com- 
mittee. 


The second social welfare decla- 


ration of tho association concern- 
ed the needed care of the aged, 
the blind and the dependent chil- 
ren In accordance with two con- 
stitutional amendments adopted in 
1937, 


The resolution asked the gov- 


ernor to call an Immediate session 
"for 
the purpose of providing by 


statute a reasonable tax" as pro- 
vided by the constitution to take 
care of these persons. 


It also stated that In the event 


the 1941 legislature sees fit to pro- 
vide for social security legislation 
by constltutonal amendment that 
any constitutional amendment sub- 
mitlng what is known as the gen- 
oral sales tax be submitted apart 
from any amendment putting a 
"ceiling1 'on natural resources tax- 
es. 


They urged the Texas delega- 


tion in congress to help In getting 
n bill through the house providing 
for federal matching on a two-to- 
one-basis of welfare money. 


They were among more than a 


dozen resolutions prepared by a

Dancy of Brownsville for submis- 
sion at the last meeting of the 
convention.

IN UNITED STATES 


VATICAN crry, NOV. 11. 


—Pope Pous XII, in a special 
encyclical, today appealed for the 
application 
of 
the 
"Christian 


spirit" toward solution of the con- 
flict of capital and labor In the 
United States. 
The 
encyclical 
was 
addressed 


to bishops of the United States 
on the 150th anniversary of the 
founding 
of the 
Catholic hier- 


archy in that country. 


The pontiff said solution of the 


social question would "bring great 
honor to the American people." 


Pope 
Pius 
declared 
he 
was 


grieved that in so many schools 
in the United States the "Chris- 
tian religion Is ignored and hu- 
man 
knowledge confined within 


the cramped , limits of rational- 
ism and naturalism." 


This could not continue without 
dread consequences, he added. 


Of supreme Importance in his 


mind, the pontiff asserted, Is the 
social question, "which 
even in 


America, is the cause of disturb- 
ance and unrest." 
The pontiff urged that salaries 


of working men be sufficient to 
maintain 
them 
and their 
fami- 


lies, and that something be done 
to provide greater employment. 


The principles of Christian eth- 


ics must be generously reduced to 
practice, the 
pope said, if 
the 


conflict between capital and la- 
bor, between rich and poor, is to 
be solved in justice and charity. 
Poverty and^ Wealth. 


Poverty accepted' In true Chris- 


tian spirit is holy and honorable, 
he said, and wealth carries with 
it heavy responsibilities because of 
Its obligations to the poor. 


Tho pope approved unions ot 


laboring men and farmers aa well 
as employers for the protection 
of their rights, following, how- 
ever, the dictates of justice. 


"It Is not possible without In- 
justice to deny or limit either 
to producers or to laboring and 
farming classes the .free faculty 
of uniting 
In 
associationa 
by 


moans which they may defend 
their proper rights and secure bet- 
terment of goods of the soul and 
body as well as the honest com- 
forts of life," the encyclical con- 
tinued. 
The pontiff said such associa- 


tions 
or 
unions should "draw 
their vital force from principles 
of wholesome liberty x x x act In 
such a manner that In their care 
for the Interests of their class 
they violate no one's rights; let 
them continue to strive for har- 
mony and respect of the common 
weal of civil society," 


Some employers themselves have 


desired to settle ever recurring con- 
troversies with workers

cordance with the 
postulates of 


the gospel, he added. 


The pope prefaced his plea for 


peace between American 
capital 


and labor by saying; 


"We desire to touch upon anoth- 
er question of weighty importance, 
the social question, which, remain- 
Ing unsolved, has been agitating 
states for long time and sowing 
amongst classes seed of hatred 
and mutual hottltty. 
You know 


full well what -aspect It assumes 
In America what acrimonies, what 
disorders it produces. It is not 
necessary therefore that we dwell 
on these points. The fundamental 
point of the social question Is this 
that goods created by God for all 
men should in the same way reach 
all, Justice guiding and charity 
helping." 


Pope Plus In assailing divorce 
said: 


'Oh, if only your country had 


gome to know from the experience 
of others rather than from ex- 
amples at home of the accumula- 
tion of ills which derive from the 
plague of divorce Let reverence 
for 
religion, let fidelity toward 


the Great American People'counsel 
energetic action that this disease, 
also too 
widespread,

cured by extirpation."
